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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Albino . The patent to Albino discloses the recited hose for fuel comprising an elastic 
and electrically conductive wall comprising an electrically nonconductive plastic 18, 
provided with at least one electrical conductor 34 and 12 connected to one end of the 
hose, the conductor 34 is parallel to the axis of the hose and the windings of the 
reinforcing fabric hose 12 extend peripherally on the surface of the wall, where the layer 
12 is considered conductive sheathing made out of metal woven material which is 
considered a fabric hose. 

Claims 1-5 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Morin. The patent to Morin discloses the recited hose for fluids comprising an elastic 
and electrically conductive wall comprising an electrically nonconductive plastic 2, 
provided with at least one electrical conductor 16,18 such as metal connected to one 
end of the hose, the conductor has windings of the reinforcing fabric hose 1 8 which 
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extend peripherally on the surface of the wall, where the layer 12 is considered 
conductive sheathing made out of metal woven material which is considered a fabric 
hose, the layer is embedded in the plastic layer and therefore is considered to be 
provided in tracks in the wall making it integral with the wall, and where the hose is seen 
to be corrugated. The use of the hose for fuels is considered merely intended use. 

Claims 1-3 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gobi. The patent to Gobi discloses the recited hose for fluids comprising an elastic and 
electrically conductive wall comprising an electrically nonconductive plastic 2, provided 
with at least one electrical conductor 4 such as conductive plastic, the conductor can 
extend the longitudinally to the axis or peripherally around the hose, where the 
conductor is embedded within the wall and therefore provided in a track and formed 
integrally, the conductor is designed as part of the wall and extends from the inside of 
the wall to the outside of the wall of tube 2 to link them in a conductive manner. The 
use of the hose for fuels is considered merely intended use. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kleykamp. The patent to Kleykamp discloses the recited hose for fluids comprising an 
elastic and electrically conductive wall comprising an electrically nonconductive plastic 
25, provided with at least one electrical conductor 30 such as conductive plastic, the 
conductor can extend the longitudinally to the axis or peripherally around the hose such 
as in figure 5, where the conductor is embedded within the wall and therefore provided 
in a track and formed integrally, the conductor is designed as part of the wall and 
extends from the inside of the wall to the outside of the wall of tube 2 to link them in a 
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conductive manner, the conductive layer 30A in figure 5 provides a conductive 
sheathing, and the hose can be designed as a corrugated hose. The use of the hose 
for fuels is considered merely intended use. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents to Dragoumis, Nakamura, Chiles, Goodman, 
Martucci, Carlson, Marena, De Meyer, and Goett disclosing state of the art conductive 
hoses.
